ABKIVAL OF THE LAST DqLEOATB. 

The most remarkable feature about 

the convention kd far has been the ab- 
sence of bad blood among tho portisouB 
of the yarlons oandi d n t ea. The triumph 
of McKinley has been so complete thus 
far tliat his friends can afford to be 
magnanimous and his opponents can do 
nothing bat aqnisoe in the ascertained 
will of the majority. The partisans of 
Bead, Qoay, Morton and Allison still 
wear their buttons and are as staunch 
•8 ever in tiiehr loyalty, Irat they realize 
the helplessness of shriekinj; or of of- 
feusivo demon8tnitit)n8 in fuvor of tlunr 
- champion, and the managers of the 
anti- McKinley candidates hate practic 
ally sheathed their sworda. 

This does not mean that they have 
abandoned the field, Vrlth the exception 
of Gk>Tenicr Bradley of Kentucky, who 
dropped out Sunday ni^t. The names 
of the other candidntee will bo pre- 
sented and TOted for, and will probably 
poll their full strength. Indeed, the 
Reed men have labored assiduously to 
rally their followers to the Maine man. 
They have appealed to his friends to go 
down with colors flying. So, too, with 
the followers of Morton, Allison and 
Quay. But no one ventures to suggest 
the poasibiUty of MoKinley's defeat. 

The real struggle that is going on is 
over the financial plank in the platform. 
Around it all interest centers. Ecyond 
the disputes in the various delegations 
I over the supremacy of men and factions 
it is almost the sole snbjaot of plots and 
oonnter-plots. It is the real battle 
ground. In phrase and word it is all 
important. Upon tariff, ujwn all other 
(lue.stious there is substantial unity, but 
the dxtl'orences upon it are us wide as 
the continent. Free silver and gold are 
ai irreoonoUiable as the poles and the 
radical sttrer men are pwpiwd to stake 
their all upon tho issue. Kaoiwing they 
can not succeed they are even now 
formulating the manifesto that will 
sever their allegiance to the Republican 
party. Bat these radical silver men are 
largely outnumbered. Headed by Sen- 
ator Teller of Ootovado they have only 
an st ewd fltt tlMti wui iinImhw oae 



territory— less than 60 deltgalM IB all, 
ont of a total of over 900. 

Th4 real itmggle is between those in 
favor of a gold declaration for the 

maintenance of a gold standard except 
through an international agreement 
and those whose friendliness to silver, 
although opposed to free coinage, makes 
them to seek to avoid a specific endorse- 
ment Of the gold standard. The result 
of the meeting of the various state dele- 
gations demonstrated emphatically that 
the convention will not flod^o tlie issue 
nor equivocate in lanpuage, Twenty- 
eight states, comprising' tho territory 
east of the Mississippi and almost the 
entire sonth, elected members of the 
rcsolntiona committee, and instructed 
them to rote for a gold declaration. 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Nebraska, Ore- 
gon and Washington also took strong 
grotmds for gold. 

In Indiana General Lew Wallace was 
chosen a member of the resolutions com- 
mittee after he had decLired that he 
would not statid on the Indiana plank, 
and that the utterances for tlie mainte- 
nance of the gold standard could not be 
made too strong for him. Minnesota, 
with her 18. votee, instructed ex-Oov- 
emor Merrlam to insist upon a declara- 
tion of the gold stiuulani Michi^'an 
and several of the northwestern states, 
notably Iowa and the Dakotas and sev- 
eral of the southern states. Georgia, 
Mississippi and Louisiana, announced 
their ospoiition to free coinage, but did 
not favor a too radial declaration in 
favor of the Kold standard. Iowa was 
particularly solicitious and feared that 
it might carry the northwest into the 
Democratic camp in case the Chicago 
convention pronounced later for diver. 

The eastern delegates are orerjoyed 
at the outcome, and believe that the re- 
sult of this action removes the last un- 
certainty as to the character of the 
financial plank. 

The exact language of the plank has 
not yet been drawn. Mark Hanna, to 
whom all eyes are turned^ and to whom 
all are agreed belongs the distinction of 
being the duniinatiiig power in the 
convention, has hud many planks pre- 
sented to him, but all mean practically 
the same thing, the maintenance of the 
gold standard imtil an international 
agreement can be reached and unal- 
ternable opposition to free coinage. 

Coupled with these dei hiratinn.s will 
be undoubtedly a declaration m favor of 
such use (if silvi r as the needs of com- 
merce demand, but not beyond the point 
where the maintenance of the parity 
would be endangered. Senator-elect 
Foraker of Ohio, who is to be chairman 
of the committee on resolutions, has pre- 
pareii a rouj;h draft of a platform cov- 
eriiif^ most of tho subjects to be pre- 
sented, and tlys will furnish the basis 
for the worlt of constructing the plat- 
form. 

The selection by the various state 
delegations of tln'ir im I'i ship on tiie 
committees was not marked by sensa- 
tional incidents save in New York and 
Missouri. In New York all the 
smouldering bitterness between the 
Piatt and anti-Platt factions broke 
forth and ex-Senator Warner Miller, 
tlie he;idof the anti-Platt faction, threw 
down the gage of detlance to the New 
York leader. He made a ringing speed » 
in which he spurned the leadership of 
a man who declared that McKinley 
v» as unfit for the presidency and moved 
to dejjoso him by making Chauncey JI. 
Depew chairman of tho di l ■;,Miii>n. 
Tliere were hot words on boili sidi's. 
Thurlow Weed Barnes den(}iuH'( d the 
Herkimer statesman who had been in- 
structed for Morton, aa a traitor. Th" 
anti-natt faction polled 17 out of tho 70 
votes in the delegation voting, and Mr. 
Piatt was re-elected chairman. 

In tho Missouri delegation Chauncey 
I. Filley. who for many years had been 
tho Missouri representative on the na- 
tional committee, was defeated in his 
ambition to again be a national com- 
mitteeman, and Richard Kerens was 
selected. This is the outcome of a lon^ 
struggle for supremacy. 

The situation as to tlu> vice presidency 
continues indefinite. Opinion does not 
seem to crystoliie. The talk of Hoboi-t 
of New Jersey, Lippett of Rhode Island, 
Evans of Tennessee, goes on, but does 
not seem to be regarded seriously. There 
was a strong belief early in the day that 
perhaps the New York deh-gation could 
agree on some one who would be satis- 
factory to both factions, and there was 
a renewed discussion of Governor Mor- 
ton and ex-Secretary of the Navy Tracy, 
but when the factions declared war to 
the hilt all idea of New York famishing 
tho tail of the ticket was abandoned. 

Although the Maine delegation is not 
advertising the fact, it iaalmoet oertain 
that they will present the name of ex- 
Governor Oleaves. Representative Ding- 
ley of Maine, who was spoken of, diies 
not covet the honor. There is still a 
lingering hope among a vast lunnbor of 
the delegates that Speaker Reed will be 
nominated by a epoataneous outburst in 
the ooBTentioB, and, if he is, they do 
not beliere he could decline any more 
than Logan OOnld in 1884, or Hendricks 
and Thurmun conld when they were 
placed on tho Democratic ti<^li in 
1884 and 1888, respectively.

Om Bas mmm Ac*m« VpM Wktoh Will 
Probably. B« Adopted.

upon. It is a victory for the middle 
west, b'jt is i)erfectly satisfactory to the 
extreme west. The New England con- 
tingent, headf'd by Senator Lodge of 
Massac hiisetts, aud backed by the Piatt 
and ijuay forces in New York aud 
Pennsylvania, urged the adoption of a 
short emphatic declaration, as follows : 
"We favor a maintenance of the exist- 
ing gold standard, and are opposed tu 
the free coinage except by agreement 
for binietalism with the leading com- 
mercial nations of the world." 

The leaders in the middle-west states, 
Uhio, Indiana, Illinois, Wiscongiu, Min- 
ne.sota and Nebraska, were equallj* 
strong in their insistence upon a decla- 
ration that would not he open to the 
charge of tMjuivocation. Michigan, 
Iowa aud South Dakota, three of these 
tiers of states, stond out against a decla- 
ration favoring in terms tho present 
gold standard. They rather favored 
something distinctively friendly to sil- 
ver while aflirmlng their opposition to 
free coinage under existing circum- 
stances. 

The leaders in the middle-west offered 
the following as chelr idea of a financial 
plank in thu platform: 

"The Republican party is unreserved- 
ly for sound money. It caused the en 
actment of the law providing for the re- 
sumption of specie payment in 187!': 
since then, every dollar has been as 
good as gold. We are nnaltorably op- 
posed to every measure calculated to 
debase our onrreney or impair the credit 
of onr country. We are therefore, op- 
poeed to the free aud unlimited coinage 
of silver except by international agree- 
ment, which we favor, and until such 
agreement can be obtained, the existing 

gold standard shonld he jireserved. We 
favor the use of silver as currency but 
to the extent only that it.i parity with 
gold can bo maintained, and we favor 
all mi-asures designi'd to maintain iu- 
vinhiMy the nmiK-y of th'" U nited States 
whether coin or paper, the standard of 
the most nlightaned nations of the 

earth."' 

This iilarik was submitted to Senator 
Lod^'e anil other eastern im n as a sub- 
stitute for the jihuik iirepared by them 
and has been aei eiiti d by them as com- 
pletely satisf.ictory. This, it is he- 
lieved, ends the long fight over the 
flnanoial plank of the platform. 

THE SILVER MEN. 

•ome ef tb« DaUgatM Will Bolt U a Gold 
Standard It Adopted. 

St. Lofi.-;, June Id. — Tlio delegates 
from tho silvt>r states have again post 
[Mined their meeting and it is now un 
certain whetlior u joint conference of the 
delegates from the different states will 
be held nntil after the committee on 
resolutions acts upon the platf orm.' 

The change of plan is due to tho fact 
that some difl'erenco of opinion has 
been developed in some of the states as 
to tho most advisable course to be pur- 
sued. In some instances there is a di- 
vision as to the wisdom of a bolt what- 
ever the i)latform may be. This fact 
was l)i<ju;,'ht out at the meetings held 
111 the ditlereiit delegations. It is be- 
lievf-d that it may yet be possible to se- 
cure an understanding upon which the 
delegates may act together, though it ii 
conei'ded that this is not altogether 
proliaMe. The division exists m the 
Moiitan.i anil Utah deh'gations. The 
Miiiitaiia delegation is evenly divided 
with Seiiatcjr .Mantle lieading the wing 
favorable to walking out of the conven- 
tion, and Si'iiator Carter heading the 
forces opposed to this action, there being 
thiee delegates on each side. 

Tlii.s subjc'-t foniii'd the basis of quite 
a stormy scene at the meeting of the 
delectation. Si'iiator Carter advuiiei'd 
the idea that the silver men could l)o 
.lust as etl'ective by uttering a strom; 
|jrofest against tiie adojition of a gold 
plank and still reniaiiiiiig in the con- 
vention, while Senator .Mantle contt^nd- 
ed that the only course left to the silver 
men was to leave tln^ convention in case 
it should il(>cide upon a course so antag- 
onistic to their belief us would bo the 
adoption of u gold standard declaration. 

In Utah there is a majority favorabht 
to a bolt Senator Brown, who did not 
stand with the other senators from the 
silver producing states on their an- 
tagonism to the Dlngley tariff bill, will 
not bolt. One other member of the del- 
egation may stand with hiiu, but the 
other delegates will walk out of the con- 
vention in cose of the adoption of a de- 
clurution for gold monometallism. 

The Colorado and Idaho delegations 
are solid for a bolt.

St. Loris, June Mi. — The members of 
the American Protei-tive associ.it ion will 
ask tho national convention to rocognizu 
them to tho extent of Inserting a plunk 
in the pUtform which, after oonoeding 
to all the utmost freedom in the exercise 
of the right to worship God according 
to the dictates of their own con.seience, 
will declare for the resriK-iiun ut' immi- 
gration to the extent of excluding all 
undesirable persons; for changes in the 
naturalization laws and their adminis- 
tration so as to prevent unfit persons 
from becoming citizens; for one general 
nunsectariun free public school system; 
no public aid of any character to be 
given to any other schools, and that all 
appropriations of public money or prop- 
erty iball be solely fur public Institu- 
tions and for the benefit of e /ery class 
of the people, to be disbursed by responsi - 
blepublic oflicials.

TRAGEDY IH A BAM 

Tho President Shot By a 
Would-B* Aaaaaain. 

HE THEN SHOOTS HIMSELF.

New York, June 16. — President 

George H. Wlckoff of the Bank of New 
Amsterdam was shot in the abdomen as 
he sat at his desk in the bank utliee yes- 
terday by a man who is said to be 
(;eMr;,-e T. Clark. The wuuld-bi' a.-s.issin 
then turned tho pistol on himself uud 
fired two shots both of which took ef- 
fect. Both men are perhaps fatally in* 
Jured. 

The biink of Xe\v Amsterdam is in 
tlie Metropolitan < )pera li()usi> at IJn Mid- 
way and Thirty-eighth streets. Mr. 
\Vi<'koir was alone in his odice when 
Clark enti r ;d the bank . He walked in* 
to the front of tho bank, turned down 
the corridor, and passing the clerks be- 
hind the wicket, without u word, went 
(•traight up to the president's door. Tho 
door was ajar, he passed tiiion-^ii and 
dosed it beliind him. 

He advanced i)olitply to .Mr. Wickoff's 
(l(\sk and laid a letter befon' hiin. It 
was a demaiiil for .■?lo,oiiO. Mr. Wickoff 
refu.sed to comply and Clark drew a 
pistol. Mr. Wickotf jumped to (Usarm 
the man, who fired Immediately, the 
ball ent(Ting Mr. Wickoff's abdomen. 
Before the startled clerks fcould enter 
the president's room Clark turned the 

Elstol and fired two bullets into his own 
ody and fell to the fioor. 
Idr. Wickoff stuffgered into the cor- 
ridor, told the clerks to send for his 
wife and his friend Mr. Tilford, who is 
vice president of the bank, and fell. 
Both men were taken to the hospital 
where Mr. Wickoff made an antU mor- 
tem statement in substance aa here 
told. Clark absdntely refused to moke 
any statement and would not give his 
name and address or his occupation. 
Ho said that he needed money and had 
been out of employment for one week. 
He claimed that he had no particular 
motive other than that of getting 
money for the support of his wife and 
boy. 

He said: "I had never seen the bank 
president before and did not know him. 
Ho hud never done |mo nor any member 
of my family any wrong. I did not 
mean to harm him, but when refnseil 
the demand that I made, I meant .sui- 
cide. I hope that he may recover. If 
my wife should identify me, I will not 
be laid in tho potti-r's field. 1 have 
been here about !."> years. I was born 
in the west. There can be no defama- 
tory statements against tiii.s man a- he 
is of toil high a standing I l;elie\e ))ar- 
tially in ieli^,'ioii. There was only one 
life I wanted to take and thai was 
mine." 

The letter presented by Clark was 
found on ^Mr. Wickotl's desk, it wa.s 
written on note j.aper of tlie lintel 
Marlboroujjli and read us follows: 

"Wo want .s!tl,oi)(), tivH .*l,noo bills, ID 
one hundrecl dollnr bills. 

"I will sluMit you if you make a f.ilso 
move, so be careful. .My partner (iui.--ide 
has yon covered. If you alarm witiini 
tliK-r minutes after I have left he will 
tliiow a stick of dynamite through the 
front entrance. Put money in an en* 

Velojie. 

■•iJiili't talk." 

There was no sit,'iiature. Whether 
there was ri'ally an aicninpliee or not is 
not known. The police do not know 
Clark. Neither had any (jf the b.uil: 
employes ever si-eii him abcnit the 
bank, llis re.il identity is a mystery 
and every etlurt is bein-. made to iden- 
tify him. Tht^ acceptsi.: theory is that 
he was crazy. 

The shooting created ;,'reat e.v. iteir.eut 
in the bank and on i>ro;>dway. la a 
few minutes all Wall street, a mile and 
« half away knew it, and wild rumors 
were atloat there. Cue was that the 
would-be assassin was a bank otlicer, 
but this was quickly denied. 

The attempt of Norcross to kill Rus- 
sell Sage was recalltMl and intensified 
the excitement. The bunk officers were 
quickly upon the scene, aud In a short 
while every aiTungement was perfected 
for any omcrgency. 

President WickotT has apartments in 
the Chelsea Mats and also a home in 
Mont Clair, N. J., where his wife and 
two married daughters live. One is the 
wife of W. R. Brinkerhoff of the New 
Vork Oonnty bank.

— Tlie Court 
of Ap)>eals decided to-day that Mayor 
Todd, of Louisville, could not remove 
the members of the Board of Public 
Works and Board of Safety of that city 
without cause, and without first giving 
them a hearing or trial before tb<» Board 
of Alilermcii. Mavor Tyler appointed 
these two board.<t before Uin ileath, and 
Mayor Todd, who Bnc«-eeded him. wanted 
to replace tlicold mimihImm-' of ilic hoards 
with new ones, without ;^i\ itig unv reason 
therefor or accoiding the members a 
trial or tularin;.'. TIic decision is a very 
important one, as it uiiowsali the present 
force of firemen and |)ollcemen, who are 
Democrats, to remain in otli -e. 

The Court also decideil what is called 
the "Louisville Park bond case," and 
declared the bomls about to be issued 
($1,000,000) would be invalid, because at 
the election held to takt- the -en-e ipf the 
voters as to whether bonds bliould be 
issued or not, only 0,000 votes were cast 
for aiiil aftainst the pro|iii>;i d issue, wliile 
for the various candidates at tlie general 
election the same day over 32,000 votes 
were cast. The eotirt -^ays the act which 
provides tliat two-liiirds of those voting: 
shall be cast in favor of the bondn in 
onh-r to carry tlie prf)iiosition, does not 
mean two-tliiuls of those voting on the 
l>ond (question alone, but two-thirds of 
all those voting that day, and therefore 
under said election no valid bonds can be 
issued. 

A case similar to this was also decided 
in the same way, involving an issue c>f 
bonds for the city of ikm n-ooro.
